ELECTRICITY AS A MEANS OF DE- 


TECl'INW BEATU. 


In Vienna the other)day, Dr. Rosen- 


thral delivered a lecture on tho nse of 
electricity as a safe means of detecting 
suspended animation in oases of appa- 
pent death. A corpse immediately after 
dc ith can be so influenced by the elec- 
tric current that it will appear to 
breathe, tbe breast will heave, and tho 
face assume expressions of joy or pain. 
But where death has really come all 
this will cease at the end of two or 
three hours, and the elactrio current 
is then powerless, while, on the other 
hand, in case of onty apparent death, 
electricity continues potent until anima- 
tion is restored. 
So, if a movement of 


the muscles is seen three hours after 
tbe commencement of 
tho electric 


treatment, it ia certain that life is not 
extinct.

It is difficult to credit the 
statement that an officer of tho govern- 
ment, who could bo reached by your 
committee in a few minutes, should be 
allowed to icmain in ignorance of the 
axaet character of such testimony for 
nearly a week, and that no opportuni- 
ty to meet charges of so serious nature 
should be afforded him.
